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Bob Wierman began the 
Help Session of the ST SIG 
meeting by demonstrating 
ColorSpace a program from 
England. He stated that he 
has accomplished most of 
what he has set out to do 
and until there are 
increases in new members who 
would benetit from a 
beginner session that the 
meeting possibly needs to go 
in another direction. 

Mi ke Farrar took over 
the meeting at this point 
and began the General 
Session early. He 
demonstrated several 
programs. One called 
RuperNeo originated from 
Europe and displays some 
very impressive graphics 
with music. Apparently there 
is some problems with 
displaying this program on 
the older color monitors. 
Several he had tried would 
roll the picture or cut off 
part of the text which 
scrolls across the screen . 
These problems deal with 
some unique wavs the program 
was created. Mike and others 
discussed the need for 
minutes of the meeting to be 
taken and for members to 
submit articles to the 
newsletter. Mike encouraged 
members to send him articles 
either on disk or written 
form and he would try to 
include them in the 
newsletter of the group. 
Another way that these 


articles could be sent to 
Mike would be over the phone 
lines to his BBS. -Just 
upload the text file to his 
Bulletin Board System at 
916 - 243 - 0297 . 

The format of the 
meeting was discussed next. 
With the temporary dropping 
of the Begginer/Help session 
a substitute was needed. It 
was suggested that possibly 
we could have various 
sessions which would deal 
with word processing, 
database management or 
spreadsheet use. A paper was 
circulated around and people 
were encouraged to write 
down what programs t h e ,JL 
would like covered. Thi 
would include trying t 
answer questions or problems 
which arise or how to use 
the programs to their 
maximum capability. 

Lloyd Brooks asked i f 
there was any way that some 
programming languages could 
be covered in parts of the 
meeting. Mike said that we 
might consider this with 
some of the more popular 
programming languages. GFA 
Basic was a specific example 
which Mike would like 
demonstrated. He suggested 
Ben Drake and/or Bob wierman 
demonstrate some aspects of 
programming in this language 
at the next meeting. Bob may 
not fce here but Ben was 
definitely open to the Idea. 

Next Mike asked who 


could bring the computer 
system to the next meeting . 
Theie was a long silence and 
then Curt Ricketts 
volunteered to bring his. 

Mike passed out some 
old and new pictures he had 
taken at the "World of 
Atari" in Santa Clara. 
Included in the pictures 
were the Mega ST, Atari PC, 
4 Megabyte 1040ST 
motherboard, numerous 8-bit 
computer hardware that was 
never released, a 
250Megabyte Hard disk from 
Supra Corporation, the Atari 
Laser Print and numerous 
otter pictures. 

Bill and Judy Ball 
asked about the production 
of Hard Drives via 
Cottonwood Computers and why 
.Mike didn't bring the 
"inished prototype tonight, 
like said that he had 
thought about it and might 
bring it to a future 
meeting. He said that the 
marketing of this hard drive 
was not financially 
attractive enough for him 
but Hi-Tech, a company based 
in Redding, had taken over 
the idea and will be giving 
Cottonwood Computers 
distribution rights to the 
local area for a Hard drive 
of similar proportions and 
price. Cost may range around 
$525-550, Mike showed a 
picture of the new Hard 
drive from ICD. He had no 
information on cost as yet. 
Ben said that he thought he 
had seen a price of $675 
somewhere and the Supra Hard 
drive averages around $575 


through mail order houses. 

Ben asked about the new 
version of FLASH, a 
telecommunications program, 
and how to obtain it. Rodney 
Ray said that he had the new 
version and what owners had 
to do was send in $5 to 
obtain the latest update. 
Mike said that he might try 
to get a copy of it through 
his store and then he could 
distribute it to registered 
owners at no charge ox a 
very little charge depending 
On what Antic would like him 
to do. 

Ben Drake asked where 
the new XEP 80 column Box 
was. Mike said that since it 
was for the 8-bit computer 
he felt a little funny 
bringing it to the ST 
meeting. He did say that it 
did work well and should be 
a nice addition to any 8-bit 
owners hardware collection. 

Mike passed out a SX212 
modem for viewing. He is 
carrying them in his store 
at the cost of $98.95. They 
have a built in speaker and 
seem to be totally Hayes 
compatible. There are no dip 
switches to fiddle with and 
this modem can be used by 
either an 8-bit Atari or ST. 

Someone mentioned that 
the Mega ST 1 s were being 
sold in Computer Place in 
Redding. The Laser Printers 
are not released yet due to 
some problems with 
production. Mike said that 
his store will not be able 
to currently sell Megas due 
to restrictions on who can 
carry them. Apparently a 
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store cannot, carry the Meg as 
unless they fulfill several 
requirements. Some of these 
include a particular size Of 
floor space to display the 
computer line, buying the 
service kit which runs 
around S2800, placing an 
initial order of $15,000. 
Mike said that he could 
probably fulfill the first 2 
requirements but the $15,000 
initial order was a little 
steep for his small store. 
He will keep this in mind 
and see if there is anyway 
that he might carry them in 
the future. He said that he 
was going to possibly 
contact a Sacramento store 
about selling Megas for them 
through his store. 

Mi ke demonstrated the 
latest Faster Newsletter on 
disk. It sells for $7.95 and 
he will soon be carrying 
them. 

Superbase Personal was 
then demonstrated by Mike, 
It is a new database from 
Progressive Software and 
Peripherals. It allows you 
to store pictures of art, 
text files and floor plans 
in a database for future 
reference. Numerous formats 
of data presentation can be 
sent to the screen and lots 
of functions were 
demonstrated to show its 
capability. There are 2 
versions of it Superbase 
Personal and Superbase 
Professional. Price for 
these run in the range of 
$100 to $150. 

The October Club disk 
was next to be run. On it 


was a very well done 8-bit 
emulator, some Spectrum 512, 
new art program, slide 
pictures and a Pacman game 
from Germany, plus some 
accessory utilities. These 
club disks sell for $5 each 
to non -club members or $3 
for club members. If a disk 
is supplied, $2 is taken off 
the cost. 

Someone asked if 
headphones were available 
for the ST so that could be 
used while other things were 
going on in the home, 
business or school. Mike 
said that he would try to 
look into this and possible 
using the Monitor Master 
would allow for headphones. 

Judy Ball gave Mike the 
huge task she and her 
husband have been working on. 
for the ST SIG group. Thf 
are compiling a list c 
hints and tips for use G- 
the Atari ST. They had a 
copy of their work which was 
passed around. It could be 
seen from this copy that a 
lot of work had gone into it 
and was rather impressive. 
They will continue to work 
on it and add to it as 
members participate in its 
development. Members who 
become aware of little 
tricks that can be 
accomplished with the 
keyboard or mouse with the 
ST are encouraged to get 
their discoveries to Mike 
Farrar or Bill and Judy 
Ball. Well until next time, 
may all of your sectors 
remain error free!
